French Propose Merger 
Of Occupation Zones 


PARIS, Oct. 16 «P)—Foreign Min- 


ister Georges Bidault indicated at 
a news conference today that France 
might merge her occupation zone 
with those of the British 
and 


Americans if the London four- 
power foreign ministers meeting 
next month failed to achieve agree- 
ment on Germany.
